Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification lacks the heading to the various sections and the disclosure should not 
refer to the claims (top of page 3). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the explosive charge (9) is not 
appropriately shaded (see MPEP 600). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are generally narrative leading to 
indefiniteness. There are numerous occurrences of lack of antecedent basis such as 
"the top and bottom of the cylinder" (claim 8, line 14), "the wall" (line 15), "the height" 
(line 16), "its biggest diameter" (line 16), "the longitudinal mean axis" (line 19), "the 
cylinder-through the cover" (line 19), etc... . It is unclear what is intended to be 
inclusive of the piston because its initially defined as having and outer diameter the 
same as the cylinder (claim 8, line 12) then its defined as having a "biggest diameter" 
(line 16-18) meaning it has another diameter which contradicts it being the same 
diameter as the cylinder then its further defined as having a rod (line 1 8) with a smaller 
diameter than the cylinder which again contradict the initial definition then further in 
claims 1 1 and 14 the washer which is on the rod is clamped by "means of the piston" 
and again the piston has a smaller diameter (claim 1 1 , line 8-9) which again contradicts 
the original definition. In claim 1, lines 19-20, it is unclear what is intended by the "pulls 
off the attachment screw" it appears it should be --pulls off the head of the attachment 
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screw-. In general, all the claims should be reviewed and revised accordingly to 
ensure they are clear and definite to comply with current US standards. The applicant 
is invited to call the undersigned examiner if there are any questions. The claims were 
examined as best understood. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-14 appear would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. The 
prior art does not disclose an explosive attachment device comprising an attachment 
screw and an explosive element for connecting components; the explosive attachment 
element including a cylinder with a cover where the cover engages one of the 
components and a piston mounted in the in the cylinder with a rod extending from the 
piston through the cover to engage with the screw threads and an explosive charge 
located in the cylinder between the piston and the cover which when exploded provides 
a pulling stress to the screw which pulls off the head of the screw to allow the 
components to separate; in combination with the other elements of the claim.
